4. In regards to claims 1 and 12, the cited prior art fails to teach either individually or 
in combination, establishing s to be used in a prefix partitioning scheme, wherein s 
denotes a pre-established value of bits of the prefixes and partitioning at least one prefix 
into up to min(n, 2 A s + 1 ) partitions by using the first s bits of each prefix, wherein n is 
the number of prefixes in a routing table.
